M. Iswolsky, the Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, has arrived in London 
and will have a conference with Sir 
Edward Grey, British

the calling together of the powers 
signatory to the treaty of Berlin in 
an endeavor to bring about order in 
the Balkans. 
Prince Ferdinand, the “Czar of Bui 
garia,” entered Philippopolis and re­ 
ceived an enthusiastic greeting at the 
hands of the troops and the populace.

GOETHALS IS ON 
WITNESS STANO 


Testifies at Inquiry Into Fa­ 


voritism Charges. 


SOME SENSATIONAL INCIDENTS 


William A. Brothers Publicly Accuses 
a Representative of the Lidgerwood 
Manufacturing Company of Perjury 
and Follows This Accusation With 
the Charge That the Inquiry Was 
Not Being Conducted on Fair Lines. 


New York, Oct. IO.—Colonel George 
W. Goethala, general director of the 
Panama canal work, was placed on 
the witness stand In the inquiry that 
Is being conducted before Inspector 
General Garlington as the result of 
charges of discrimination and favorit­ 
ism in awarding cableway contracts 
for the canal by government officials. 
Colonel Goethals took the stand to­ 
ward the end of the session, which 
had been replete with sensational in­ 
cidents. William A. Brothers, who 
brought the charges, had publicly ac­ 
cused Spencer Miller, a representa­ 
tive of the Lidgerwood Manufacturing 
company, of perjury, and had followed 
this accusation by the charge that the 
inquiry was not being conducted on 
fair lines, saying the witnesses for 
the defense were the only ones given 
a hearing. Mr. Brothers became high­ 
ly excited and announced that he 
would withdraw from the hearing. Ifs 
went so far as to leave the room, but 
returned a few minutes later. 
It was shortly after this that Colonel 
Goethals was called upon to testify. 
In a voice that betrayed his deep feel­ 
ing over the charges made by Mr. 
Brothers, Colonel Goethals entered 
into a defense of the manner in which 
the cableway 
contracts had been 
awarded. 
”1 have been charged with false 
statements by Mr. Brothers. I am 
also practically charged with corrupt 
practices 
by 
Senator 
Slater, 
Mr. 
Woods and Mr. Brothers. I Intend to 
answer these charges fully, but the 
matter will not be taken up in the 
manner it should be taken up until 
Colonel Sleberts, who Is perfectly fa­ 
miliar with the entire situation, ar­ 
rives.** 
In his endeavor to explain how con­ 
tracts had been awarded in as fair a 
manner as possible, Colonel Goethnls 
talked at great length and answered 
questions put to him by Senator Sla­ 
ter and others Interested. The wit­ 
ness repeatedly said that the Inquiry 
was so quickly called that he had not 
been prepared to combat the charges 
made.

BATTLESHIP FLEET 
LEAVES MANILA 


Big Warships Are Now on the 


Way to Japan. 


Manila. Oct. IO.—The sixteen big 
battleships of the Atlantic fleet are 
now en route to Japan.. Sailing or­ 
ders were given by Rear Admiral 
Sperry for the fleet to depart two 
hours earlier than the announced 
time, and early in the day tho flagship 
Connecticut got under way. Half an 
hour later a1 of the great ships fol­ 
lowed Jhe Connecticut down the bay. 
In the brilliantly sunlit morning the 
majestic line of warships presented a 
magnificent appearance, their white 
sides glistening as they moved slowly 
out to sea. The people had not been 
warned of the change In tho hour of 
departure and few witnessed it. There 
was consequently no ceremony or 
demonstration of any kind save the 
dipping of flags by the merchantmen 
and the whistling salutes by the 
launches In the bay. 
Simultaneously with the departure 
of the fleet, the authorities of Manila 
■tarted a new campaign to eradicate 
cholera. The police were ordered to 
make two house-to-house Inspections 
dally, and the constabulary, which has 
been reinforced, will perform ordinary 
police duty and guard infected houses. 
The disinfecting force hqs been In­ 
creased and the general scope of the 
work broadened. The number of new 
cases reported averages ten daily.

The Cuyuna ore fields lie in Aitkin, 
Crow Wing and Morrison counties, al­ 
though all of the formations are in­ 
timately associated their structure and 
iron content vary widely. 
Much of the 
ore is of high grade and a large por­ 
tion will require washing, similar to the 
ore on the Hill leases on the western 
Mesaba. 
Some of the formations lie in 
horizontal positions simlar to the Mesaba 
ore and at about the same depths. Others 
resemble in structure the Vermilion 
hematites.

RAISING MUSHROOMS 


Wm. Prlem, of Northeast Brainerd Es­ 


tablishing a Novel industry 


in Brainerd 
The raising of mushrooms for the 
market is an industry which is common 
in some places, but it is somewhat no- - 
el in this part of the country. 
For 
some months Wm. Priem, 813 Eleventh 
street Northeast, has been engaged in 
fitting up for the industry. 
He has 
two large cellars, after the fashion of 
what used to be known as root houses, 
half sunken in the ground. 
They are 
fitted with places similar in appearance 
to bunks in a lumber camp 
Each bunk 
is a mushrtombe 1. The soil, which is a 
mixture of loan and manure, is put in 
each bed to the depth of about eight 
inches, and after it has properly gone 
through the heating period the spawn 
is planted. 
This is secured from tie 
east and looks like a large plug of very 
black tobacco and smells like a mouldy 
manure pile. 
It takes about six weeks after plant­ 
ing the spawn before the mushrooms 
appear, after which a crop can be pick­ 
ed every day for some time. 
Mr. Priem. who is a German who has 
had long experince in mushroom raising 
in Germaay, is so timing his different 
beds as to have a continual supply of 
mushrooms the year around and expects 
to be able to put from 50 to 100 pounds 
on the market each week.

CITY ELECTIONS. 
The charter provides that it shall go

bered year 
Under

ments, the work to be paid for from 
the revolving fund, all assessments be­ 
ing paid into the fund.

A permanent power plant will be 
built next summer ard the present 
plant will be moved to a second shaft 
which will be sunk to reach a portion 
of the ore body not available from the 
present workings. A cross cut will 
connect the two shafts. The quarters 
of the men are temporary but com­ 
fortable. A permanent location will be 
built next year. Supplies and coal are 
hauled from Deenwood by a winding 
road six miles in 
length. A new 
thoroughfare, authorized by the county 
commissioners, will be three and one- 
half miles in length and of easy grade. 
The Rogers-Brown people are put­ 
ting down a second shaft six miles 
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south of their Deenwood mine. Work 
was suspended recently to enable the 
company to install heavier boilers and 
pumps. A boiler of 100-horse power is 
being put in place, making a total boil­ 
er capacity at the south shaft of 360- 
horse power. Sinking of the shaft will 
be resumed at an early date. 
Drills operated by Rogers, Brown A 
Co are exploring other properties near 
Deerwood, which are optioned by the 
company. 
he corporation also has 
drills at work at Ft Ripley, Crow Wing 
county and Randall, Morrison county. 
The Gorham-Corbett company, E. O. 
Culver, manager; the Cuyler Adams 
interests. Cble A McDonald; the Long­ 
year intents and G. G. Hartley are 
drilling at various places on the Cuy­ 
una range and in the western Cuyuna 
district. Only the drill operators know 
the results of their finds. As they are 
still obtaining options they are handing 
out bearish reports and most of them 
assert that the greater part of the ore 
discoveries are under the Bessemer 
limit.

RAISINS MUSHROOMS 


Wm. Prism, of Northeast Brainerd Es­ 
tablishing a Navel industry 
in Brainerd 
The raising of mushrooms for the 
market is an industry which is common 
in some places, but it is somewhat no* - 
el in this part of the country. For 
some months Wm. Priem, 813 Eleventh 
street Northeast, has been engaged in 
fitting up for the industry. He has 
two large cellars, after the fashion of 
what used to be known as root houses, 
half sunken in the ground. They are 
fitted with places similar in appearance 
to bunks in a lumber camp- Each bunk 
is a muslin om b e l The soil, which is a 
mixture of loan and manure, is put in 
each bed to the depth of about eight 
nches, and after it has properly gone 
through the heating period the spawn 
jis planted. This is secured from the 
east and looks like a large plug of very 
black tobacco and smells like a mouldy 
manure pile. 
It takes about six weeks after plant­ 
ing the spawn before the mushrooms 
appear, after which a crop can be pick­ 
ed every day for some time. 
Mr. Priem. who is a German who has 
had long experince in mushroom raising 
in Germany, is so timing his different 
beds as to have a continual supply of 
mushrooms the year around and expects 
to be able to- put from 50 to IOO pounds 
on the market each week. They sell at 
35 cents per pound and have been on 
sale at J. W. Koop’s for several weeks.

Completed and Signed Docu­ 
ment is Turned Over to Him 
as Acting Mayor 
The labors of the charter commision 
are ended. The proposed new charter 
was completed Friday evening and was 
signed up by the members of the cummi- 
sion and was formally delivered to F. A. 
Farrar, vice president 
of the city 
council, who is acting mayor in the ab­ 
sence from the city of Mayor Wise and 
President Johnson. 
The document is a long one compris­ 
ing nearly 90 large pages of type writ­ 
ten matter. While in many ways it 
makes little change in the existing con­ 
ditions in others there 
are radical 
changes. 


CITY ELECTIONS. 
The charter provides that it shall go 
into effect thirty days after its adop­ 
tion by the people and th«t the elective 
officers of the city, which are the same 
as at present, shall hold office until the 
next city election, which is fixed as the 
first Tuesday in April of each odd num­ 
bered year 
Under 
this 
provision, 
should the charter be submitted and 
adopted this fall there will of necessity 
be an election held next spring and all 
elective offices will become vacant. 
The registration of 
the previous 
state election shall be the registration of 
the municipal election, providing, how­ 
ever, that elector moving from one j 
ward to another or coming to the city 
after the general election can vote from 
his 
present re i fence 
upon 
proof 
thereof to the election board. The new 
administration will take effect the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in May 
following the election. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 
The city council is authorized to sell 
bonds to the amount of Ii per cent of 
the assessed valuation to form a revolv­ 
ing fund for improvements, All special 
assessments for paving or curbing shall 
be payable in ten semi-annual pay­ 
ments, the work to be paid for from 
the revolving fund, all assessments be­ 
ing paid into the fund. Where the 
street improvements are especially for 
the benefit of the public, (such as East 
Oak Street) che council may order not 
to exceed 25 per cent of the cost to be 
paid out of the general fund. 


SEWER PROVISIONS. 
The provisions of the sewer law un­ 
der which the city is operating at pres­ 
ent are embodied in the rew chart* r 
with the exoeption that one year after 
any warrant or bond becomes due, if 
there have been no taxes collected with 
which to pay it, then it shall be paid 
from the revolving fund, the assess­ 
ments yet unpaid to go into that fund. 
This is intended to do away with the 
trouble which has existed because of 
the nonpayment of sewer assessments 
and the consequent default in the pay­ 
ment of sewer warrants. This default 
has not only caused loss to investors 
but has made it impossible to get a 
reasonable bid for the warrants and so 
blocked thq construction of sewers in 
the Fourth and Fifth wards and of lat­ 
erals in the Second ward. Under the 
new provision the city becomes ulti­ 
mately responsible for the payment of 
the “tailings," from the revolving 
fund. It is expected, therefore that 
the warrants and bonds will find ready 
sale and it will be possible to go ahead 
with a complete sewer system, as well 
as street improvements. 


PARK BOARD 
There shall be a park board of three 
members appointed by the mayor and 
confirmed by the council, who shall 
have supervision of the care and beaut­ 
ifying of the parks and boulevards and 
the regulation and protection of them. 
The council may levy not to exceed 
one-half mill per year for the mainte­ 
nance of parks and boulevards. 


without a | vote of the city council and 
a 3-5 votq of the people 
The levy for all city purposes shall 
I not exceed IO mills on the dollar of all 
assessed valuation. 


SALARIES 
The mayor shall be paid a salary of 
$100 per year, the councilmen $50 per 
year each and the municipal judge and 
special municipal judge shall be paid 
the same as at present. All members 
of all boards shall serve without com­ 
pensation and the salaries ot all other 
officers shall be fixed by the city colin 
cit. 


TO SAFEGUARD EXPENDITURES 
No bill of over $100, which may have 
been allowed by the city council shall 
be paid within ten days of the action 
thereon and the city attorney may and 
on written request of ten tax payers 
must appeal to the 
district court 
against allowing the bill. 
No action has been taken on the part 
of the city council in the matter of 
presenting the charter to the people 
but it is probable that a special meet­ 
ing will be called as soon as soon es 
Mayor Wise returns to the city.

RESTORING MUMMIES’ COLOR. 


P ro fe sso r W ild e r T rie d H is P ro cess on 
e Fro g F irs t. 
An Interview was recently published | 
at Boston with Professor Harris Haw­ 
thorne Wilder of Smith college, In 
which he told of the discovery of a 
process for restoring to their original 
state the shrunken features of mum­ 
mies.

RESTORING MUMMIES’ COLOR. 


Professor Wilder Tried His Process en 
a Frog First. 
; 
An Interview was recently published 
at Boston with Professor Harris Haw- 
| thorae WUder of Smith college, in 
which he told of the discovery of a 
process for restoring to their original 
state the shrunken features of mam­ 
mies. 
Through the use of a weak solution 
of a caustic potash Professor Wilder 
says he bas restored the bodies and 
features of a number of mummies of 
the race of American cliff dwellers so 
completely that the color of the skin, 
the contour of the features and even 
diseases of the skin became easily dis­ 
tinguishable. 
A dried frog which had been lying 
in his laboratory for a year was his 
first subject. One night before retiring 
he tossed this flattened and almost 
shapeless object into a vat of potash. 
At the time he was not certain wheth­ 
er it was a frog or a toad, so complete­ 
r s distinguishing marks been 
the drying.
